avoid its being levied upon under legal 
process against himself.

8. Suffered, while insolvent, an exe- 


cution for £500 or over to be returned 
no property found.

This gives the position of the earth 
elative ~to tho sun about Desember 
1st. As you face the pool looking 
outhward the water on that side of tha 
pool next to you is moving to your 
right, and on the south side of the 
?ool to youi left. 
You will note that 


he water strikes the earth first at its 
equator 


Aa you hold the top by its north 


kobping it steadily in its fixed 


slace in the pool, turn it to you'r left 
,o represent the rotation of the earth 
on its axis which brings day and nigbt. 


As tho water moves to your right 


while you are turning the top to your 
eft you will note 
how the water 


strikes tho top as the latter turns. 
The water fairly represents the hori- 
zontal magnetic force if you will keep 
in mind that 
the 
magnetic force 


passes through the 
earth and not 


around it as the water dqes, 
Also 


that on tho south side, flat is toward 
the sun, the magnetic force is des- 
troyed. It does not touch the earth 
except on the dark cide or opposite the 
sun. 


The force of the magnetic current 


on that side of tho earth next to you 
will suggest to you the cause of tha 
earth rotating on its axis 


Now move your top, or earth, to the 


right one-fourth the way around the 
pool, keeping the north pole of the 
earth still pointing northward and the 
top will represent the position of the 
earth relative to the sun about the 21st 
of March. 
As you then turn the top 


on its axis to the loft you will note 
that its upper side moveo toward the 
sun or sunrise. 


Observe that the circling water of the 


pool now strikes the earth or top at its 
northern side, thus indicating the di- 
rection of this horizontal magnetic 
force in March. You will also note the 
direction of the rat er yeiatjve to tha 
c;,rlL at all points between these two 
positions, and as the earth rotates on i 
its axis daily, you will see the endless 
changes of this magnetic force aa the 
earth continues on \ta annu,al course 
around the sun. 


The changes in the direction of this 


force have much to do with th° changes 
of the seasons, but it is the changes in 
tho stress or strength of theaa forces 
that bring the frequent changes in the 
weather. 


This is only one of th\reo p-iacipal 


magnetic fcioesj that control weather 
change?, and when all thsir complica-
